Vicious attacker 
cut man’s throat 


A YOUNG man 
seriously hurt in a 
vicious attack has 
been released from 
hospital. 

The 22-year-old, from the 
Newmarket area, needed 
emergency surgery after 
suffering a wound to his neck 
in an “unprovoked” attack. 

He was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital with a 
“life-threatening” injury after 
he was injured with an 
unknown weapon after being 
confronted by another man. 

But police said on Tuesday 
that the victim, who has not 
been named, was released 
from hospital on Monday. 

Police inquiries into the 
attack, described by Det Insp 
Andy Smith of Forest Heath 
CID as “horrendous” and are 
continuing. 

The incident happened in a 
service area off Wellington 
Street, Newmarket, near the 
Bushel pub at about lam on 
Sunday. 

Police said the victim was 
followed by two men. 

One of them then struck 
out with an unknown weapon 
causing a serious injury to his 
neck. 

The attacker is described as 
a white man aged between 20 
and 25. 
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He is slim and between 5ft 
5in and 5ft 7in tall with dark 
matted, shoulder-length hair. 
He was wearing a T-shirt 
under a dark, hooded top and 
dark, baggy trousers. 

The attacker was seen 
shortly afterwards in the 
Rookery Service Road and 
outside nearby Martin’s 
newsagents. 

A second man was 
described as being of similar 
age and wearing a military- 
style baseball cap and jacket. 

Detective Inspector Smith 
said: “This is a horrendous 
and apparently unprovoked 
attack on a young man who 
sustained life-threatening 
injuries. 

“I am appealing for 
anybody who witnessed this 
incident or who knows the 
identity of the attacker to 
speak with police urgently. 

“I would also like to appeal 
to the person responsible to 
do the right thing and hand 
themselves in to police as 
soon as possible.”

Schools welcome cyclists on tour 


CYCLISTS have set off on a tour of 
a newly-completed national cycle 
route - as primary school pupils 
enjoyed some special biking 
lessons. 

The riders set off from Exning 
Primary School, near Newmarket, 
where work has just been 
completed to create a new cycle 
path on the pavement of Exning 


Road, Newmarket. 

The scheme, which has included 
fitting dropped kerbs and specially- 
marked crossing places for 
cyclists, cost around £100,000. 

The new cycle path is part of 
national cycle route 51, which is 
being ridden by a core group of 10 
riders. After setting off for Exning, 
they will take a week to finish the 


70-mile route at Felixstowe calling 
at schools along the way to 
promote cycling. At Exning, 
youngsters were able to try 
pedalling a bicycle which doubles 
as a smoothie-making machine. 

The event has been organised by 
Sustrans (Sustainable Transport 
charity) in partnership with Healthy 
Ambitions Suffolk. 
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Power balance unchanged after Euro elections 


LABOUR MEP Richard Howitt 
survived in the European election as 
the balance of power remained 
unchanged in the Eastern region. 

Mr Howitt kept his Cambridge- 
based seat, holding off the challenge 
of Rupert Read of the Green Party. 

The remaining six seats were 
shared by the dominant 
Conservatives, UKIP and the Liberal 
Democrats. 

More than 90 candidates fought it 
out for the seven Eastern region 
seats. 

As well as the big three political 
parties - the Tories, Labour and the 
Lib Dems - 11 other groups were 
involved together with one 
independent candidate. 

Before polling day the region had 
three Conservative MEPs, two UKIP 
MEPs, one Labour MEP and one 
Liberal Democrat. The situation now 
is exactly the same. 

Barton farmer, writer and 
broadcaster Robin Page, standing for 
the anti-EU United Kingdom First 


party, failed to get elected. 

Successful Lib Dem candidate 
Andrew Duff said: “We have fought 
an extremely hard campaign and 
have been frustrated at the 
distraction caused by the scandals in 
the Commons. 

“It has clouded the debate so that 
we haven’t been able to campaign on 
the important issues that confront 
the public, such as the economic 
crash, climate change and 
international organised crime. 

“But I don’t think we will see a 
General Election this year. I will be 
astonished if they push Brown out, 
because his successor will be obliged 
to have an election and they will lose 
it.” 

UKIP’s lead candidate David 
Campbell Bannerman said: “We have 
fought on the issues, including that 
the EU is costing us £40 million a day, 
and that we need to get back control 
of our borders and our laws. 

“Those messages have gone down 
very well.”

Mr Howitt said: “All of the major 
parties faced losses of support due to 
the expenses scandal. I’m passionate 
about my work and the community I 
serve, and that’s why I stood for re- 
election. 


“We have achieved a great deal of 
European funding for our region, and 
I am deeply proud of that.” 

Conservative Geoffrey Van Orden 
said: “Sadly, the issues have not really 
been discussed in any depth. This 
was an election about keeping faith 
with the electorate and about 
change. 

“I think there is a great desire for 
change.” 

Former local councillor Vicky Ford, 
another of the successful 
Conservative candidates, said: “I am 
delighted. I am the first woman to 
represent the Eastern region in the 
European Parliament.” 

The count for the Eastern region, 
which had an average turnout of 38 
per cent, was held at the St Ivo 
Leisure Centre in St Ives.

UKIP votes boost as 
Tories retain Suffolk

CONSERVATIVES kept control of 
Suffolk County Council, while 
Labour’s share of seats fell and in 
many divisions the party’s 
candidates finished bottom of the 
poll - beaten by UKIP and Liberal 
Democrats. 

UKIP’s share of the votes rose 
dramatically, finishing in second 
place in some areas, although the 
party had not won any seats at the 
time of going to press. 

In the Forest Heath county council 
divisions, there was no change, with 
Conservatives keeping all five, 
although there is a new face in the 
Mildenhall seat, with former party 
agent Stephen Frost replacing long- 
serving councillor Roger Pendleton, 
who suffered a stroke last year. 

Turnout figures ranged from 32 per 
cent to 39 per cent in the Forest 
Heath area. 

An expected backlash over the 
controversial switch from three-tier 
to two-tier education did not appear 
to have influenced the vote. 

Former county council chairman 
Cllr Bill Sadler, returned to the 
Exning and Newmarket seat, said: 
"This an endorsement of the schools 
organisation review." 

The first results declared in the 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
elections last week were from Soham 
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and Fordham, and Littleport, with 
the Conservatives gaining two seats. 

At two-seat Soham and Fordham, 
the Conservatives gained another 
seat, at the expense of the Lib Dems, 
with James Palmer and John Powley 
victorious. 

At Littleport, Conservative Fred 
Brown beat Lib Dem Aaron Broadley. 

Mirroring its woe nationwide, 
Labour saw its four seats on the 
county council cut to just two, with 
one of its seats being captured by the 
Green Party. 

There was a major shock in the 
Cottenham, Histon and Impington 
ward, where high profile Con¬ 
servative Matt Bradney, who has 
been steering the party’s transport 
policy and the guided bus scheme, 
sensationally lost his seat to the Lib 
Dems. 

The county council also has its first 
Green Party representative - ex- 
Labour leader of the city council, 
Simon Sedgwick-Jell, beat Labour’s 
leader on the county council, Paul 
Sales, in Cambridge’s Abbey ward. 

Before polling day, the balance of 
power was Conservatives 42, Liberal 


Democrats 23 and Labour 4. 

The Lib Dems and Conservatives 
made gains and losses to each other, 
but kept their overall stakes the 
same. 

The state of the parties now is 
Conservatives 42, Lib Dems 23, 


Labour two, and Greens one, with 
one seat still vacant, after the 
untimely death of candidate Ray 
Powell at Ramsey. 

The overall turnout for the county 
was 39 per cent, slightly up on the 
last election four years ago.

Appeal over refusal 
for rooms at pub 

PLANS for motel-style rooms at a pub 
are the subject of an appeal against 
the refusal of planning permission. 
Greene King Pub Partners has 
appealed against Forest Heath District 
Council’s rejection of plans for 12 
rooms at The Cock Inn, Kentford, near 
Newmarket. 

The council turned down the 
company’s application for permission 
to build the rooms as an extension 
into the pub’s car park. 

Permission was refused on the 
grounds that the loss of parking 
spaces would lead to more parking on 
the busy B1506 road, which runs past 
the pub. 

The appeal is being dealt with by 
written statements which will be 
considered by a government- 
appointed planning inspector who will 
also visit the pub to view the site.

The memorial service will be held 
on Wednesday June 24, at 11.30am, 
at St Luke’s Church, Sydney Street, 
in south-west London.

FORMER jockey Richard 
Dunwoody, pictured, is on his way 
towards his 300th mile in his 
1,000-mile charity walking 
challenge.

Drinkers can hop 
on ‘refuge’ bus

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A CONVERTED bus is taking to the 
streets to offer a safe refuge for people 
suffering from the effects of drink or 
drugs. 

The West Suffolk SOS Bus has been 
built to serve mainly Newmarket’s night¬ 
time economy, which brings more than 
2,000 people to the town at weekends for 
the nightclubs and late-licence pubs. 

It will offer a place for revellers to chill 
out and there will also be a medical 
treatment area, fitted out to the same 
specification as an ambulance, for 
anyone taken ill or suffering injuries. 

Volunteers will help revellers get home 
safely through a link with a local taxi 
company. St John Ambulance volunteers 
will provide first aid cover. 

The bus, fitted with a widescreen 
television, computer games and a 
kitchen, will be used in other towns in 
the area and will also be available for 
community schemes including village 
youth groups. 

It has cost nearly £75,000, including 
the purchase price for the second-hand 
bus. The scheme has been supported 
financially by a range of government 
bodies, councils, charity and health 
organisations, as well as businesses 


associated with Newmarket’s 
horseracing industry and individual 
donations. The conversion work was 
carried out by Newmarket-based 
Gazeley Horseboxes. 

Its first outing is due to be on Saturday 
July 4, for Newmarket Carnival. But it will 
have a regular parking spot outside the 
town’s post office on weekends between 
9pm and 4am. 

Joe Carter, addiction support advisor 
to The Newmarket Racing Partnership, 
said: “It’s phenomenal to see the bus 
completed. It’s an incredible 


achievement and a real community- 
based project.” 

Leigh Smart, of the Davis Charitable 
Trust - one of the supporters of the 
project - said: “It is a fantastic local 
initiative to support, with huge benefits 
to our community. We hope that our 
help will be useful to getting this project 
off the ground, and we encourage other 
Newmarket businesses and charities to 
do the same.” Volunteers are needed.

Ridgeons cuts 
35 more jobs 

REGIONAL timber and 
builders’ merchant Ridgeons 
has announced 35 
redundancies. 

The company, which has a 
branch in Newmarket and its 
headquarters in Cambridge, 
cut 90 jobs at the end of last 
year. 

The company blames the 
downturn in the house build¬ 
ing market, which it said was 
“deeper and longer” than 
predicted. 

Group chairman Anne Rid- 
geon said: “It is with deep 
regret that we need to 
propose this course of action. 

“Although we have signifi¬ 
cantly cut costs across all 
areas of the business, these 
reductions have not been 
enough to counter the 
continued decline in sales 
and, with no upturn currently 
on the horizon, the business 
has had to re-assess its whole 
cost base.” 

There will be no job losses 
until the end of July following 
a consultation process with 
employees and the company 
hopes to minimise 
compulsory redundancies. 

The proposals do not 
involve the closure of any of 
Ridgeons branches. 

The company used to 
employ 950 staff, but in 
November last year, it 
reduced that number when 95 
jobs were axed. 

Now around 840 staff work 
for the family firm - and that 
could be reduced to 805.

Baby escapes 
injury in crash 

A BABY escaped injury when a car overturned 
on an A-road. 

The vehicle crashed on the A142 between 
Soham and Stuntney, near Ely, at about 
12.25pm on Monday. 

The 11 -month-old was a passenger in a 
Vauxhall Astra, which ended up on its roof. 

The East Anglia Air Ambulance helicopter was 
called, along with the fire service. 

The baby appeared unharmed and a women 
in her 20s, believed to be the mother, was 
treated for minor leg and head injuries. 

A man believed to have been driving was 
unhurt. The road was blocked until shortly 
after 2pm. 


Angry customer blockaded showroom 
- and exposed fraudster businessman 


A BUSINESSMAN was 
exposed as fraudster when an 
angry customer blockaded 
the exit from his showroom. 

Stephen Askew was found 
to be an undischarged 
bankrupt, who should not 
have been running a business 
and had run up debts with 
worthless cheques, Ipswich 
Crown Court heard. 

He was arrested when 
police were called to his 
Kiddieland Furniture 
business on Newmarket’s 
Studlands Industrial Estate 
after a customer who paid a 
deposit of £3,300 for nursery 
furniture blocked the exit of 
the business with his car. 


The customer acted when 
he arrived at the premises to 
find Askew and his brother 
Desmond emptying the 
showroom. 

Now Askew, 48, ofWatton, 
Norfolk, has been jailed for 
two-and-a-half years. He 
admitted 12 fraud offences 
involving a total of £26,233. 

The charges included 
attempting to obtain a money 
transfer by deception, 
attempting to obtain property 
by deception, possession of 
criminal property and 
obtaining a money transfer by 
deception. 

His brother Desmond 
Askew, 46, of Selway Drive, 


Bury St Edmunds, was jailed 
for 12 months after he 
admitted obtaining services 
by deception and attempting 
to obtain property by 
deception. 

Prosecutor David Wilson 
told the court that the 
offences dated from January, 
2006, when Stephen Askew 
had rented a property in Malt 
Kiln Close, Newmarket, 
through a local firm of letting 
agents and paid £1,330 in rent 
using a cheque from his 
Kiddieland Furniture 
account, which bounced. 

He went on to run up rent 
arrears of £7,000. 

He also ordered bedroom 


furniture worth £8,400 from 
Newmarket company Suffolk 
Pine using a false name and a 
cheque which later bounced. 

The court heard that 
Desmond Askew had been 
involved in an incident at the 
JD Sports shop in Newmarket 
in July 2006, when he tried to 
buy clothes worth £400 using 
a cheque and guarantee card 
from a different account. 

Mr Wilson said 
intimidatory remarks were 
made to a shop assistant and 
one of the group walked off 
with some of the clothing. But 
police officers nearby arrested 
Askew.

Jockey Club sees 
increase in profits 


In our weekly column, 
reporter JOHN GOODE takes a 
look behind the racing scene 
to bring you news from in and 
around the stables. 


Farewell to top trainer 

SOME OF the top names in 
Newmarket’s racing industry were 
among the mourners at the funeral of 
top trainer Vincent O’Brien, who died 
aged 92. 

Lester Piggott, who rode some of 
the trainer’s top race winners, was 
among those at the funeral mass in 
Newbridge, County Kildare, Eire. 

Fellow trainer Sir Michael Stoute also 
attended. 


THE Jockey Club, owners of 
the racecourses at 
Newmarket and Huntingdon, 
has reported an increase in 
profit of nearly 60 per cent. 

The club, which also owns 
the National Stud at 
Newmarket and the 
thousands of acres of 
racehorse training grounds 
around the town, showed an 
operating profit of £19 
million in 2008 and a 
turnover of more than £100 
million. 

Julian Richmond-Watson, 
senior steward of the Jockey 
Club, said: “In recent years 
the Jockey Club has 
undergone a fundamental 
transformation. The Jockey 
Club is now a forward- 
looking commercial 
organisation, operating with 
a corporate structure to 
oversee and co-ordinate the 
running of the group’s 


enterprises. 

“In 2008, the Jockey Club 
enjoyed a successful year 
with record profits generated 
by Jockey Club 
Racecourses, record figures 
returned for horses in 
training in Newmarket and 
Lambourn and the 
acquisition of the National 
Stud. However, in view of 
the economic situation, 

2009 will undoubtedly prove 
to be a tough year and the 
impact of the recession will 
be felt across all of the 
Jockey Club's assets.” 

He was commenting on 
the Jockey Club’s annual 
review, which has just been 
published. 

Simon Bazalgette, 
appointed chief executive of 
the Jockey Club in 
September, said the club 
had a key part to play in 
change within the sport. 


Tighter security 
at holiday park 


A HOLIDAY complex is 
tightening security after 
bicycles worth thousands of 
pounds were stolen from 
guests. 

More than 130 bikes - many of 
them expensive specialist 
machines - have been stolen at 
the Center Parcs Elveden Forest 
holiday village, near Mildenhall, 
since the beginning of this year. 

Thieves have also plundered 
cameras, mobile phones, cash 
and other items from villas and 
vehicles at the complex. 

The continuing crime spate has 
led one victim, feremy Barnes, 
from Exning, near Newmarket, to 
suggest that it could put off 
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people from visiting the popular 
holiday village. 

Mr Barnes had his £3,000 Trek 
9.9 Elite bike stolen from outside 
his holiday villa, where it had 
been left locked. 

He said: “Security must be 
tightened. This is meant to be an 
enclosed holiday park and 
because of this we have a false 
sense of security. 

“My own view is that there 
needs to be more patrols around 
the perimeter of the site, but they 
need to be visible and regular.” 


Simon Kay, spokesman for 
Center Parcs, said: “It is fair to say 
that we have been targeted. 

“We are working very closely 
with the police and have started a 
three-year project looking at 
strengthening our security 
fencing which will cost £150,000. 

“We are planning to step up 
patrols on-site and enhance our 
CCTV system. We don’t want to 
scare people and we are talking 
small numbers compared with 
the 300,000 guests we have a 
year.” 

He said guests should take the 
same precautions with their 
property that they would if they 
were at home.

Traders angry at 
licensing mix-up

TRADERS have reacted 
angrily to a council bid to 
clear “clutter” from a town’s 
High Street. 

As part of a Clean Up 
Newmarket campaign, 
council officials are warning 
businesses that they need 
permission for tables, chairs 
and advertising A-boards’ in 
the town’s High Street. 

A survey carried out by 
district and county council 
officials showed that most 
businesses did not have 
either planning permission or 
a licence for furniture or 
advertisements on the 
pavement. 

But Tony Carr, owner of 
Keto’s Coffee Shop, has 
complained that his business 
was wrongly shown as not 
having the relevant 
permission and licence. 

He has pointed out that 
permission was granted when 
Forest Heath District Council 
approved the original 
planning application by 
Premier Travel, which has the 
coffee shop in its premises. 

“I don’t disagree with what

they’re trying to do,” he said. 
“But they should have 
checked the records more 
carefully and they would have 
seen that we had permission 
for two tables and four chairs 


as well as a licence from the 
county council. 

“I think there are more 
pressing issues for the 
councils.” 

Larry Kirwan, owner of the 


Clocktower Cafe, has argued 
that he does not need 
permission for tables and 
chairs outside his business 
because he has had outside 
seating for 12 years. 

“The councils can’t 
understand that all this 
negativity doesn’t help,” he 
said. 

“Why didn’t anyone speak 
to us first before they decided 
to send out letters?” 

He added: “People have 
said my tables and chairs 
actually enhance this end of 
the town.” 

He now intends to raise the 
issue at the next town council 
meeting which is due to be 
held on Monday June 22. 

Cllr Jane Bailey, 
Newmarket’s new mayor who 
heads the Clean Up 
campaign, said: “There are 
regulations and rules that 
everybody has to abide by 
and we’re trying to be fair to 
everybody. 

“We’ve had a lot of 
complaints from people, 
particularly those with 
disabilities and mothers with 
prams, about the difficulties 
of getting along the High 
Street because of the 
obstructions on the 
pavement.” 


Man drove car at police officer 


A DRUNKEN bricklayer drove his car 
directly at a policeman after he was 
ordered to stop wheel-spinning. 

James Willett accelerated his car 
towards Pc Nicholas Webber when the 
officer saw the 35-year-old performing 
the dangerous manoeuvre in Clay Street, 
Soham, magistrates in Ely were told. 

The officer was forced to leap out of 
the path of the speeding car, but suffered 
a glancing blow as Willett drunkenly tried 
to escape arrest. 

The father-of-three was stopped 
almost immediately by a colleague of Pc 
Webber, who gave chase in a squad car. 

Willett, of Fordham Road, Soham, later 
failed an alcohol breath test, which 
showed 59 micrograms of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of breath. The legal limit is 35 
micrograms. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, explained 
how Willett had been illegally driving his 


wife’s car when he was noticed by Pc 
Webber. She said: “Pc Webber became 
aware of the defendant wheel-spinning 
in the road. He walked into the road and 
held out his hand, telling him to stop. 

“The defendant shouted '**** off and 
the car came speeding towards him and 
collided with the officer’s left hand. 

“The force of the blow spun him round 
and the car caught his arm as it went 
past.” 

Guy Holland, mitigating, said: “He 
acted in a moment of madness. He did 
not intend to hit the police officer and 
drove off on the spur of the moment. 

“It was his perception that the officer 
had banged on his windscreen and was 
not aware he had struck him. 

“This was not a deliberate act and 
occurred in the heat of the moment.” 

Willett admitted four charges of 
assaulting a police officer, drink-driving, 


driving without due care and attention 
and driving without insurance. 

Janet South, chairman of the bench, 
described his behaviour as 
“reprehensible”. 

She said: “We thought you did drive the 
car deliberately at the police officer - in 
effect, you were using it as a weapon. 

“We are not convinced by the remorse 
you expressed. 

“We take a very dim view of your 
behaviour - it was reprehensible to 
behave in this way to a policeman.” 

Willett was given a three-month prison 
sentence suspended for 12 months. 

He was ordered to complete 200 hours 
of unpaid work in the community and 
pay a £450 fine and £100 compensation 
to Pc Webber, as well as £60 court costs 
and a £15 victim impact charge. 

He was also banned from driving for 16 
months.

Mob rules 
in cuckoo 
wars: study 

A NEW study has shown how reed 
warblers fight off bullying cuckoos 
trying to invade their nests. 

A Cambridge University study 
published in a prestigious national 
journal, has shown how the birds 
work with their neighbours to form 
“mobs” and attack parasitic 
cuckoos which attempt to lay eggs 
in their nests. 

Video footage showed a gang of 
the tiny grey birds gathering to att¬ 
ack a wooden model of a cuckoo 
put near their nests by scientists. 

The highly territorial warblers 
form into mobs of up to five birds 
when they hear a rasping call from 
one of their neighbours. 

The signal warns other warblers 
there is a cuckoo about, making 
them more likely to eject any 
foreign eggs from their nests. 

Although reed warblers do not 
build nests less than 10 metres 
apart, a rasp will trigger an exc¬ 
eptional call to arms as they cluster 
to defend their territory 

Scientists were surprised to 
discover the birds could recogise 
and tell each other which foreign 
invaders were a true threat. The 
warblers only gave the rasp call 
when they spotted cuckoos and 
left harmless control birds alone. 

Once a mobbing call is sounded 
the warblers will attack any foreign 
objects in their territory - even 
plastic bottles. 

Lead researcher Dr Justin 
Welbergen, of the Behavioural 
Ecology Group at Cambridge 
University, said the findings were 
significant for understanding 
social learning. 

He said: “Our previous work 
showed that reed warblers distin¬ 
guish cuckoos from other nest 
enemies and adjust their defences 
according to local parasitism risk.” 

The findings, collated over three 
seasons of field work in Wicken 
Fen, were published in the journal 
Science. 


Poll calls lor tough 
action not Asbos 


ANTI-SOCIAL behav¬ 
iour orders are not the 
best way to tackle yobs 
and vandals, according 
to a major new survey 
in Cambridgeshire. 

Respondents to the ques¬ 
tionnaire said they preferred 
“tough action”, including 
eviction of nuisance neigh¬ 
bours, prosecution and jail 
terms for offenders, and 
community service senten¬ 
ces. 

The results - based on a 
survey of 1,085 people, 
carried out by Cambridge¬ 
shire Police Authority online 
and at neighbourhood panel 
meetings - will be used to 
plan officers’ future priorities.

Respondents were asked 
whether actions were “fav¬ 
oured” or “less favoured” for 
tackling anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

Prosecution and jail terms 
for offenders were the most 
popular options, with 521 
more respondents favouring 
these than those that did not. 

Evictions and unpaid work 
requirements had positive 
scores of 520 and 424 respec¬ 
tively, with the use of dis¬ 
persal zones, which allow 
removal of large gatherings 
from an area, scoring 366. 

But Asbos, extensively used 


by Cambridgeshire police to 
ban people from causing 
harassment or harm, divided 
opinion. The number of res¬ 
pondents saying they did not 
favour them was three higher 
than number who do. 

Respondents did not have 
to indicate a preference in 
each category. 

Residents also said anti¬ 
social conduct was better 
prevented by provision of 
more activities and facilities 
for young people, and by 
police working closely with 
parents and schools, than 
acceptable behaviour con¬ 
tracts. These are written 
agreements with police in 
which a youth agrees not to 
carry out acts defined as anti¬ 


social, and had a minus score 
of 161. 

Ruth Rogers, the police 
authority’s vice-chairman, 
said she was interested in 
views expressed about Asbos. 

She said: “I think there has 
been some negative coverage 
in general about how effective 
they are. They are used on a 
case-by-case basis and, if it is 
thought one would work for 
someone, it is absolutely right 
to continue to use them. 

“It is up to the police 
authority to review the imp¬ 
lications of the survey.” 

Ms Rogers said it was 
encouraging to see residents 
supported police taking a 
broad range of methods 
against anti-social behaviour.

IT IS the potential fillip 
first-time buyers have 
been waiting for - house 
price affordability is at a 
six-year high. 

New research from website 
propertyfinder.com has 
claimed that house prices in 
many parts of the East of 
England were more affordable 
in May 2009 than at any time 
since early 2003. 

The survey analysed Land 
Registry data and earnings 
figures from National Stat¬ 
istics to create up to date 
house price to income ratios.

time since 2003 or 2004.

“With homes having risen 
less even than general prices 
in the economy, people will 
look back to 2009/10 as a 
golden moment to get onto 
the property ladder or trade 
up to a larger home.”

need to unleash the flow of 
funding to allow new entrants 
into the market and existing 
borrowers to refinance at 
competitive rates.” 

Chris Carey, head of resid¬ 
ential at estate agents 
Bidwells, said: “Affordability is 
a significant factor. Rents look 
high compared with mortgage 
payments with low interest 
rates. 

“In the second quarter of 


this year, we have seen an 
improvement in the level of 
transactions and there is 
confidence the market has 
bottomed out. 

“There is some evidence 
that house prices have risen 
by five per cent over the last 
quarter of 2008, particularly in 
Cambridge and the surround¬ 
ing areas.” 

Martin Walshe, senior 
residential director at estate 
agents Cheffins, which has 
branches across the region, 
said buyers are coming back 
“in droves”. 

He said: “Prices are no 
longer falling - they are 
edging up. 

“Demand is increasing and 
supply is decreasing. 

“This is primarily down to 
people’s perceptions of the 
market and that because of 
the worldwide recession, it is 
a bad time to sell a house. 

“But in the last six weeks, 
people feel the market has 
bottomed out and they are 
seeing value for money.” 


PEOPLE keen to give their 
views about Cambridgeshire’s 
transport issues get the chance 
tonight. 

The Transport Commission, 
which is taking evidence on 
how to tackle road congestion, 
has revealed it is planning two 
special hearings where people 
can go along, pick up the 
microphone and have their 
say on plans to improve public 
transport, the road network, 
walking and cycling facilities. 

The first of the sessions, for 
South Cambridgeshire resid¬ 
ents, will take place today, and 
the next, for the city, is time¬ 
tabled for Thursday June 25. 

Five more hearings will be 
held before the commission 
presents its final report to 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council. 

The other three will also be 
held in public, but will only 
include speeches by invited 
witnesses. 

Among the issues being 
investigated by the com¬ 


mission is the council’s bid for 
more than £500 million in 
Government funding for 
public transport improve¬ 
ments and other measures - 
and whether there should be a 
congestion charge for Cam¬ 
bridge drivers. 

Sir Brian Briscoe, the com¬ 
mission’s chairman, said: “The 
public have already had a 
chance to give us their views 
on congestion and how 
transport could be improved 
across the county, but it is 
important that people have an 
opportunity to speak directly 
to the commission to say what 
they think. 

“We are dealing with an 
issue that affects nearly all of 
us every day, so people need to 
have every opportunity to 
engage with the debate.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“Members of the public will 
have three minutes to address 
the commission and are likely 
to be asked some questions on 
the views they give.”

H unched 

over the 
kitchen table, 
sipping a cup of cold 
milk, little Joan 
Harness didn’t dare 
move. Aged just 6, 
she was living in 
constant fear - in an 
Irish institution 
where she suffered 
both physical and 
sexual abuse. 

“I used to go into the 
kitchen at 1 lam every 
day, to have a cup of milk 
and a crust of toast,” 
remembers Joan, now 67. 
“There was a woman who 
worked in there and one 
day, for no reason at all, 
she grabbed my hand and 
put it on the Rayburn; It 
burned; it was really sore.

“She did that more than 
once, when she could get 
me on my own. And she 
also took my hand and 
put it where she 
shouldn’t: she did that 
seven or eight times, that 
I can remember. 

“I was scared. And I was 
crying. But I didn’t tell 
anyone about it -1 didn’t 
talk at all until I was about 
9. 

“Over the years, you do 
get over it. But you never 
forget.” 

Joan, who lives in St 
Ives, decided to speak out 
in the wake of recent

revelations about 
widespread child abuse in 
Irish reform schools: 
hitting the headlines, with 
abuse said to have taken 
place in Catholic 
institutions across 
Ireland, from the 1930s 
right through to the 1990s. 

To see her now - chatty 
and outgoing, with an 
easy smile - it’s awe¬ 
inspiring to think how far 
Joan has come; despite 
the traumas of her 
childhood, hers is clearly 
a full and happy life. 

A mother and 
grandmother, she dotes 
on all the children: the 
walls of her sitting room 
are lined with family 
photos. 

“I’ve got a lovely family, 
I’m very lucky,” she adds. 
“And I don’t feel my age at 
all. I’m going to be 68 in 
August, but I don’t feel 
that old inside. The years 
have gone by so quickly.” 

Born in 1941, the only 
child of a Catholic couple, 
the early years of Joan’s 
life were far from easy. 

Living in rural Ireland, 
on a smallholding, her 
parents had an unhappy 
marriage. “My dad used to 
drink a lot,” explains Joan. 


“There wasn’t much 
money and what he had 
he spent on drink rather 
than food. When I was 
about 5 months old, my 
mum left and went back 
to live with her parents 
and her invalid sister, on 
their smallholding.” 

With her mum busy 
working, both on the farm 
and in the house, Joan 
describes her childhood 
as very lonely. “Nobody 
ever spoke in our house,” 
she explains. “Nobody 


talked. That’s just the way 
it was. And I didn’t know 
any other kids. I didn’t like 
my grandmother at all 
and my aunt was an 
invalid - she broke her 
back when she was only 
three years old. 

“The only happy 
memories I have are of 
my grandad. We had a 
mare who was 
always getting out, and he 
used to take me out with 
him to fetch her... I 
enjoyed that.” 


But Joan has some very 
disturbing memories 
which still, she admits, 
trouble her today. Once, 
after a rare trip out with a 
kindly couple, who lived 
nearby, she returned 
home to find her beloved 
pet Labrador dead - 
hanging from a sycamore 
tree at the front of the 
house. 

A woman had, she 
discovered, accused the 
dog of biting her. And so 
someone, most likely 
Joan’s uncle, had 
dispatched it. 

“The dog might have 
nipped her but it wasn’t a 
bite, there was no blood,” 
says Joan, who had 
actually witnessed the 
alleged incident. 

“I would only have 
been 5 and I loved that 
dog. All I could think was: 
‘Who could ever do 
something so vicious?”’ 

Mute until the age of 9, 
Joan was enrolled at the 
residential school in J947, 
aged six and a half. 
Unusually for the time, it 
was open to both 
Catholics and Protestants, 
boys and girls. All had 
their own troubles. 

The school was, says

Joan, like a workhouse. 
There were bars on the 
windows, food was scarce 
and it was constantly 
freezing cold. 

“I used to get shut out 
in the cold. I came out in 
terrible chilblains,” adds 
Joan. “And when the 
matron noticed she 
washed my hands in a 
chamber pot. She was 
frightening: one of my 
friends used to hide in the 
coalhouse just to get away 
from her.” 

Rising at 6am, the 
children had to do a long 
list of daily chores as well 
as lessons. Every morning, 
they had to light the 
Rayburn, lay the table and 
fix breakfast. And 
weekends were spent, 
among other things, 
polishing the linoleum 
floors. 

That was, laughs Joan, 
not as bad as it sounds. 
“When nobody was 
looking we tied cloths to 
our feet and skated across 
the floor,” she says. “It was 
lovely to be with other 
children. I think that’s why 
I finally started talking, bit 
by bit.” 

Lessons were held in 
the school block, just 
across the yard. And it was 
while she was on morning 
break, returning to the 
kitchen to have her milk, 
that Joan was abused. 

“My teacher was strict 
but very nice,” she 
continues. 

“She didn’t like cruelty 
or drinking, anything like 
that. But I couldn’t tell her: 
at that stage I still couldn’t 
speak. 

“At the time I didn’t 
understand what the 


woman was doing to me. 

It wasn’t until later, when I 
was about 9, that I 
realised altogether... 
Another girl told me 
something about boys 
and girls, you know, and 
then it made sense.” 

Eventually Joan’s abuser 
left the school, much to 
her relief. And, when she 
turned 13, she herself was 
able to leave the school 
for good. 

Returning home to the 
farm, Joan then moved to 
England in her early 20s, 
along with her mother. 
They settled in the 
Wembley area of London 
where, aged 22, Joan was 
introduced to Dennis - a 
handsome young security 
guard who, just months 
later, became her 
husband. 

Soon after setting up 
home, Joan fell pregnant 
with Christopher, the 
couple’s eldest son. They 
went on to have five 
children altogether and 
Joan says being a mum 
has brought her a lot of 
joy. 

“It was hard work,” she 
admits. “But it was nice. 
Going out to buy the cots 
and things, all the stuff, 
that was really nice.” 

Moving to 

Cambridgeshire, the 
young couple were very 
happy; it seemed, at last, 
that Joan had put the 
misery of her past behind 
her. 

But then, when he was 
only 5 years old, 
Christopher developed 
what they thought was 
mumps. “His face swelled 
up,” remembers Joan. 
“And he seemed to have 


put a bit of weight on... It 
turned out to be cancer, 
leukaemia.” 

Christopher died just 
before his 6th birthday. 

Pointing to his photo, 
hanging on the sitting 
room wall with all the 
others, Joan says she still 
thinks about him all the 
time. 

“He was lovely, the 
cleverest lad there ever 
was,” she says. 

Sitting alongside his 
wife, Dennis adds: “I still 
think about him every 
day. 

“Sometimes I dream 
about him, how he used 
to climb out of windows 
and unwrap the chocolate 
decorations on the 
Christmas tree - very 
carefully, from the 
bottom, so the chocolate 
would drop out and 
nobody would notice... 

“He was such a lovely 
little boy.” 

Now retired, Joan and 
Dennis say they spend as 
much time with their 
family as they can. And 
Joan is working on a 
memoir: called Working 
in the Moonlight, she says 
it tells the tale of her life, 
“with plenty of funny 
stories, as well as the sad 
things”. 

Looking back, does 
Joan feel angry about 
those ‘sad things’? 

“You can’t help but 
think about them,” she 
admits. 

“As I said, I think about 
Christopher all the time. 
But you do come to terms 
with it. You have to really, 
don’t you? Life is for living 
- and you have to get on 
with it.”

Their debut single, the Yazoo 
sampling If This Is Love, cracked 
the Top 10 last August, while 
subsequent singles from the 
album Chasing Lights-the 
infectious electropop track Up 
and the catchy ballad Issues - 
proved the girls were more than 
just one-hit-wonders. 

Less than one year on from that 
first track they have their own 
headlining tour with dates at V 
Festival and T in the Park, 
alongside the likes of The Pet 
Shop Boys, Happy Mondays and 
Mogwai. 

Both Frankie and Rochelle were 
members of S Club Juniors, 
while Vanessa performed in the 
West End production of The Lion 
King, Mollie was a member of 
the band Fallen Angelz and Irish 
Una was in a rock band back 
home.

A tangled web for 
favourite TV nurse

TAKE one hearty, country lass, 
add a booming voice, 
patronising air, pair of comedy 
jodhpurs and an air of cartoon 
and you have actress 
Catherine Shipton’s latest 
incarnation - the somewhat 
overbearing Mildred Peake. 

It’s a far cry from her best-known 
role as Nurse Duffy in Casualty, but 
Catherine is relishing the chance to 
play the rather posh gardener in 
Agatha Christie’s Spider’s Web. 

“This is the first out and out 
comedy character I’ve played and 
it’s very liberating; as a performer it 
is great to stretch yourself. I’m 
exercising my comedy muscles at 
last,” she laughs. 

So convincing is Catherine that 
some of her close friends have sat 
through a performance and not 
even realised she was starring. 

The plot of Spider’s Web is, on 
the face of it, typically Agatha 
Christie. On a rainy evening in Kent, 
Clarissa Hailsham-Brown discovers 
a body in the drawing room and, 
fearing people will think she is the 
murderer, sets about trying to 
dispose of it before her Foreign 
Office diplomat husband returns 
home with a VIP in tow. Drawing her 
house-guests into the web of deceit, 
she turns sleuth to solve the murder 
before the police. 

There are dark moments as the 
play touches on drug dealing, 
cocaine abuse and a child whose 


life has been ruined by her mother’s 
addiction, but there are moment of 
hilarious lunacy. 

“Audiences will be surprised 
because it has such a great strand 
of comic potential. Once they realise 
there is going to be quite a lot of 
laughter in it, it transforms the whole 
evening and they get to do a bit of 
sleuthing and have a good laugh - 
two for one!” she laughs. 

Catherine is part of a star-studded 
cast touring the country in the 
production, alongside the likes of 
Denis Lill (The Royal), Melanie 
Gutteridge (Pc Emma Keane in The 
Bill), Ben Nealon (Soldier Soldier) 
and Mark Wynter. 

It’s currently playing at 
Cambridge Arts Theatre. 


“I held back from doing tours 
because of my daughter. After 
Casualty, I decided I’m going home 
to be mum’ so for five years I did 
that. She’s eight now so old enough 
to be OK with it.” 

Returning to theatre has been a 
breath of fresh air for Catherine. 
“Nothing can beat it,” she enthuses. 

“To get the audience’s reaction is 
fantastic, no matter how tired you 
are and no matter what’s happened 
in your day.” 

Spider’s Web plays at the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre nightly until 
Saturday from 7.45pm, with a 
Saturday matinee from 2.30pm.

Raise temperatures 
with a tropical patio 


I t’s your last chance to 
plant up your summer 
containers to give them 
long enough to root down 
and provide the colour you 
need to last the season. 

And, if you’re not going away 
this year, you might like to bring 
the exotic to your patio. 

Broad-leaved cannas, hostas, 
deep orange dahlias, fiery crocos- 
mias and bulbs such as gloriosa 
will all add heat, while sculptural 
plants such as Fatsia japonica, 
palms, cordyline and phormium 
bring a touch of the tropics. 

Put sun-loving palms and 
succulents in the hottest spots, 
and position shade-tolerant 
plants, such as hostas, beneath the 
canopies of large-leaved plants. 

Remember, though, that some 
of your plants such as cannas and 
bananas are tender and will need 
extra care to overwinter them. 

Tropical styles tend to look best 
in urban situations and work well 
with modern accessories. With 
exotic schemes the emphasis is on 
the bold plants, not the pots. 

Good backdrops include: 
Trachycarpus wagnerianus, a 
neater version of the Chusan palm 
(‘T. fortunei’), with smaller, stiffer 
leaves, able to withstand a windy 
site; or Chamaerops humilis, a 
slow-growing dwarf fan palm 
which comes from south Europe 
but is happy in colder areas. 

Tropical scenes need careful, 
sparing use of really vibrant colour 
from plants such as Red hot 
pokers (Kniphofia), ginger lilies 
(Hedychium) and cannas. 

Good varieties include ‘C. 
striata’, which has 45cm (18in)

paddle-shaped, green and yellow 
striped leaves and produces 
sizzling orange flowers in 
midsummer. The rich orange 
flowers and variegated leaves of‘C. 
Pretoria’ create an exotic feel and 
another good choice is ‘C. 
president’, which produces scarlet 
blooms, or the golden yellow ‘King 
Midas’. Cannas need loads of 
humus and do well in large pots in 
a sheltered, sunny spot. 

Alternatively, go for small pots 
of sizzling scarlet geraniums in 
front of larger foliage plants. 

Vibrant ornamental grasses can 
also be used in tropical schemes 
such as Imperata cylindrica 
‘Rubra’, which makes a clump of 
bright green leaves whose tips 
turn blood red and then the rest of 
the leaves follow suit, reddening 
almost to the base. Fluffy silvery- 
white flowers appear late in the 
summer. This one needs fertile, 
moist soil rich in humus and 
should be placed in full sun or part 
shade. You’ll need to mulch it in 
winter if it is to survive. 

Try to keep each pot reasonably 
simple, giving stand-alone space 
to foliage specimens such as 
hostas and palms. Place your 
architectural plants such as 


cannas, cordylines or phormiums 
in the middle of the pot and fill the 
gaps in front with smaller 
flowering plants to complement. 

Then, on those hot summer 
days when you’re sitting on your 
patio, you’ll feel like you could be a 
million miles away. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - Lupin 
No mixed border should be 
without these impressive spires of 
flowers in a variety of colours. 

There are many varieties of 
Russell Hybrids - tall ones to stick 
towards the back of the border, or 
smaller types to be used as fillers. 
They are easy to grow from seed 
and will thrive in sun or partial 
shade, flowering in June, but 
protect young plants from slugs, 
which love them. 

Bigger types will need staking in 
exposed gardens in rich soil. 
Deadhead once they have flowered 
to encourage a second floral flush. 

Lupins have a relatively short 
flowering period, so plant the tall 
ones at the back of the border with 
Japanese anemones to hide the 
fading foliage. Smaller varieties, 
such as ‘Gallery Series’, can be 
planted between shrubs and 
evergreen ground cover. Good tall 
varieties include the Band of 
Nobles series, while if you want a 
dwarf variety look out for ’Gallery 
Series’ and ‘Lulu’, both of which are 
a mixture of colours. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT - Peas 
If your peas are in flower now, they 
are at risk from pea moth, which 
lays its eggs in June and July. 

You won’t notice them until you 
open the pods and find that one or 
more of them have been attacked 
by a small white grub, usually still 
inside the pod. To avoid pea moth, 
make early sowings which flower 
in May and early June, or later 
sowings which flower after July. 
Alternatively, grow mangetout, to 
pick before the peas develop. 

Pea and bean weevils can also 
be a problem early in spring, nib¬ 
bling notches out of young leaves, 
but don’t generally cause serious 
harm and won’t need controlling. 

If you have gaps in your rows of 
peas it may be due to mice. Start 
peas off in pots or sow extra seeds 
to fill the gaps later. 

THREE WAYS TO... be imaginative 
with climbers 

1. Use an old garden umbrella, 
stripped of fabric, for a climbing 
frame, with deep violet Clematis 
‘Jackmanii Superba’ at its base. 

2. Erect tall poles every six feet 
(i.8m) or so along the garden 
fence, attaching thick rope 
between them to form elegant 
sways. Plant rambling roses, 
Jasminum officinale, honeysuckle 
and Clematis montana at the base 
of poles, guiding them along the 
swags to create swathes of colour. 

3. Use climbers to scramble over 
uninteresting shrubs in the border 
- clematis will happily climb up 
conifers and other evergreens, 
creating colour. Use late-flowering 
viticellas with spring-flowering 
shrubs and early-flowering alpinas 
and macropetalas with later- 
flowering ones. Sweet peas can 
also scramble over shrubs.

THE number of automotive 
LPG conversions carried out 
has increased dramatically as 
more people realise its cost 
and environmental benefits. 

In 2008, 17,000 LPG 

conversions were carried out by 
LPGA Approved Installers - an 
increase of 36 per cent on 2007’s 
figures and the highest number of 
conversions in five years. The 
total number of LPG vehicles on 
the UK’s roads now stands at 
around 155,000. 

Calor’s Autogas development 
executive, Chris Taylor, says the 
considerable increase is due to a 
range of factors including cost 
savings to run an LPG vehicle, 
reduced payback periods and the 
desire to be more 
environmentally aware. 

Commenting on the figures 
released this week, he says: “LPG 
is by far the most widely available 
alternative fuel available in the 
UK.

years. 

“The increase in conversions is 
good for business too as we’re 
seeing an increase in the number 
of installers seeking LPGA 
approval.” 

Added benefits of running a 
vehicle on LPG can include up to 
100 per cent exemption from the 
London Congestion Charge and 
increased residual vehicle values. 
The environmental benefits 
weigh up too as vehicles running 
on LPG produce far fewer harmful 
emissions that contribute to 
environmental and health 
problems than traditional road 
fuels. LPG vehicles produce 17 per 
cent less carbon dioxide than 
petrol and 2 per cent less than 
diesel, 120 per cent less NOx than 
petrol and staggering 2,000 per 
cent less than diesel and, in terms 
of small particle emissions 
(PM 10), one LPG vehicle will emit 
up to 120 times less than a diesel 
vehicle. 

Chris adds: “Given the rise in 
popularity of LPG, the number of 
refuelling sites is also increasing. 
There are now more than 1,400 
public access sites with the 
majority of these 
on petrol 

forecourts.”

Chris concludes: “Although the 
number of miles per gallon 
achieved with LPG is slightly 
lower than petrol or diesel, the 
cost of refilling far outweighs any 
shortfall and there is no 
noticeable loss of power or 
performance.”

However, he had to wait an eternity for the result 
to be announced after Sariska, Midday and Barry 
Hills’ High Heeled, who was third, battled it out in 
the final furlong. 

lust a head separated the first two on the line, but 
Sariska did not handle the notorious Epsom 
camber too well and her jockey lamie Spencer 
landed a five-day ban for careless riding. 

Bell said: “I was worried as the inquiry went on 
for a long time, but when I watched the replay I 
wasn’t too concerned, although you can never 
breath easily until you hear the klaxon. 

“From what I saw, it didn’t look too serious. But 
there is a camber here and the idiosyncrasies of 
this track make it quite a test.” 

A cut suffered in the race will have its say on 
Sariska’s future plans. Bell said: “She has got a nasty

cut on one of her back legs and while it may not 
need stitching, it could bruise and flare up, so it is 
not set in stone where we go. 

“It is easy planning for a good filly like her and the

She’s not in the Arc but may be 
entered now, or we could run on the same weekend 
in the (Prix de) l’Opera. 

“We’ll talk about the St Leger but my gut feeling is 
we’d stick to a mile and a half and I’d be happy to 
drop her back to 10 furlongs. 

“The Breeders’ Cup is something else but it’s a 
long way off and can be expensive to run there. All 
our options are open, but it’s a lovely position to be 
in, to be able to sit around and discuss things like 
Arcs and Breeders’ Cup.” 

Midday pushed Sariska through the final furlong 
having been one of those affected by interference 
at the bottom of the home straight. 

Cecil said: “The winner was always holding us at 
the end, and congratulations to Michael Bell. She 
has still run a great race. I haven’t thought about 
her next run.” 

Another victim of traffic problems was 3-1 
second-favourite Rainbow View, who eventually 
finished fourth. After a lengthy debrief with owner 
George Strawbridge, trainer lohn Gosden said: 
“She got chopped off at a crucial stage.

“He will go for the Irish 
Leger and, hopefully, bow out in the Arc at 
Longchamp. 

“We will see what Sir Michael thinks about the 
King George, but he wouldn’t want the ground 
fast.”
